The Live Stock Situation in the Netherlands 


Plans for Post-war Rehabilitation Outlined 
By L. A. H. PETERS, The Netherlands Embassy, Washington, D. C. 


Mr. Peters, of The Netherlands’ Embassy at 
D. €.. before Board of Directors of Holstein- 
ition, Palmer House, Chicago, December 8, 


{TH great pleasure I accepted the invitation by 
_... Secretary to meet with you and tell you 
something about the situation of the live stock industry 
in Continental Europe — especially the situation of the 
dairy cattle in the Netherlands. 

The Netherlands is only one of the countries in Con- 
tinental Europe where since the outbreak of the war the 
live stock industry has suffered greatly. Due to the lack 
of feedstuffs both home produced and imported — and 
due to the requisitions of animals for meat production, 
the numbers of live stock have declined seriously. 

Broadly speaking, the decline in cattle in Allied 
countries (Belgium, Czechoslovakia, France, Greece, 
Netherlands, Norway, Poland and Yugoslavia) has been 
in the region of 25 per cent, of hogs 50 per cent, and of 
poultry 75 per cent. In some countries the horse popu- 
lation has declined very little and in others the decline 
is estimated as high as 40 to 50 per cent. About the 
middle of 1942 the losses in the countries mentioned 
before amounted to something like 11 million cattle, 3 
million horses, 12 million hogs, and 11 million sheep. 

When we consider the live stock production, it ap- 
pears that owing to poor feeding, production has de- 
clined more than the numbers of animals. Where the de- 
cline in the number of cattle is estimated to be 25 per 
cent, the decline in milk production was estimated about 
35 per cent. 

This serious situation — both from the standpoint 
of food supplies as well as from the standpoint of dis- 
organization of agriculture —- caused the Allied Gov- 
ernments in London to set up a special live stock com- 
mittee to consider ways and means of restoring animal 
Production as soon as possible after the liberation of 
the occupied countries. 

I have to go back a little further to explain this set- 
up. In September 1941 the Allied Governments, includ- 
ing the United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, the Union of South Africa, and the countries of 
Europe who has been overrun by the Nazis, met in St. 
eta Palace in London and constituted the Inter-Allied 

mmittee on post-war requirements. The United States 
had an observer on this committee who became a full 
member in January 1942. This committee elected as its 
chairman § Frederick Leith-Ross, and since the com- 


mittee and its reports are generally known as the ‘‘Leith- 
Ross Committee’? and the ‘‘Leith-Ross Reports.’’ The 
purpose of this committee was to estimate the require- 
ments of food, raw materials, and articles of prime 
necessity which should be made available for the post- 
war needs of the countries liberated from Nazi oppres- 
sion. The estimates of requirements have been laid 
down in a report to Allied Governments in June 1943, 
and during the recent meetings of the UNRRA this re- 
port has been transmitted to Governor Lehman, the Di- 
rector-General of the UNRRA. 

The Inter-Allied committee on post-war require- 
ments had established a technical advisory committee 
on agriculture which again appointed a live stock sub- 
committee. From the report of this live stock subcommit- 
tee, I wish to take a few items which I believe will be 
of interest to you. The live stock subcommittee was ap- 
pointed with the following Terms of Reference: Firstly 
—to consider the present stock of live stock in each 
Allied country; Secondly—to advise on methods of re- 
storing the live stock of Allied countries and the priority 
to be given to the different classes of animals; Thirdly 
—to estimate the present production for each Allied 
country of meat, milk, and other products including by- 
products of live stock; and Fourthly—in the light of the 
foregoing to examine the estimates for the immediate 
post-war requirements of home produced and imported 
feeding stuffs. 

I have already mentioned some general figures con- 
cerning the decline of live stock. The committee agreed 
that the only practical objective of live stock restoration 
as a relief program would be the pre-war level which 
had resulted from a number of factors — such as soil, 
climate, system of tenure, and agricultural trade and 
policies of the countries concerned. If some countries 
eventually might wish to establish a level of live stock 
population different from that which existed before the 
war, then this change should be left to the decision of 
the country concerned. 

The subcommittee was of the opinion that recovery 
must be sought — not only in the quantitative sense, by 
simple increase in numbers, but also and simultaneously 
in the qualitative sense by increase in yields. 

In considering what should come first in a general 
plan of restoration there is general agreement that the 
most serious food deficiency of animal origin is fresh 
milk. Therefore the recovery of milk production must 
have a high priority in the immediate post-war period. 








Natural recovery to a pre-war level would take from 
five to eight years in the case of cattle. Various methods 
could be followed to promote such recovery. In the first 
place it would be necessary to prohibit the slaughter of 
female animals capable of breeding. This means both 
the retention of aging animals and the rearing of in- 
creased numbers of young animals. Since meat and 
other protein foodstuffs are very scarce in most European 
countries, the prohibition of slaughter should be ac- 
companied by supplying from the outside sufficient meat 
and fats and protein foodstuffs to fill as far as possible 
the lack of these foods and thus to assist in enforcing 
the ban on slaughtering. The restoration would make 
it necessary to have sufficient quantities of concen- 
trated feeding stuffs available. At present such feeding 
stuffs are seriously deficient in Europe owing to the 
plowing up of pasture, changing over from feed crops 
to food crops, use of what are normally feed crops for 
human food, higher extraction of flour, virtually cessa- 
tion of importing of cereals, oilseeds and oilcakes due to 
blockade, and depleting of soil fertility due to lack of 
fertilizers. 

Realizing that feeding stuffs constitute a bulky cargo 
and that food for direct human consumption is to receive 
a higher priority of shipping, the subcommittee on live 
stock made certain estimates of required feeding stuffs 
in various countries to be liberated, but was, of course, 
obliged to keep these estimates below the optimum. Per- 
sonally, I am afraid that due to a 
feeding stuffs combined with the shortage of shipping 
space, there will be little chance during the first few 
months after the liberation of European countries to ship 
considerable quantities of feeding stuffs to these coun- 
tries.

The subcommittee on live stock, anxious to speed the 
reconstruction of live stock, considered the possibility of 
importing both utility and stock in the first 
two years after the war. Possible geographical sources 
of livestock fall into three main classes: 


breeding 


overseas coun- 
tries where animals are abundant but which involve long 
ocean transport; European neutrals in which live stock, 
though of the desired breeds, are not infrequently as 
much reduced as in belligerent states; and enemy coun- 
tries where the position at the close of the war cannot 
yet be accurately determined, but where the desired 
are available and certain quantities should be 
obtainable. The live stock committee assumed that the 
United Kingdom would be able to provide about 500 
bulls subject to animais of up to two and one-half years 
old being acceptable. From Australia and New Zealand 
probably only breeding stock will be available on ac- 
count of the distance. It seems probable, however, that 
it will be possible within two years of the end of the 
war to transport a limited number of utility stock from

Canada, South Africa, and the United States. It is be- 
lieved that from the United States from 750,000 to 
1,000,000 utility cattle would be available during the 


two-year period, of which about 60 per cent would be 
Holstein, 10 per cent Jersey, 10 per cent Guernsey, and 
20 per cent Dual Purpose Shorthorns. From Canada it 
Was expected that about 25,000 head would be available 
per year—principally Holstein, Ayrshire, Dairy Short- 
horn, Jersey and Guernsey breeds. 

I now wish to say a few words with particular refer- 
ence to the Netherlands. It is not necessary to tell you 
how important the dairy cattle industry is in the Neth- 
erlands. You all know a great deal about the significance 
of the milk cow in my country. 

In 1938 we had 2,760,000 head of cattle—including 
1,500,000 milk cows; on June 1, 1943, the total number 
of cattle was estimated at 2,000,000 including 1,- 
190,000 milk cows. The difference represents a decline 
of 760,000 head or 27% per cent of the total cattle pop- 
ulation and of 310,000 head or about 21 per cent of the 
milk cows.

place we should keep in mind that the 
and that the condition as of June 1, 194 
considerably for the worse before the 
armies have driven off the Nazis. We mu Prepare for 
the worst without, however, making detinite commit- 
ments, which may be unacceptable by the people jp the 
new occupied country. 

In the agricultural system of the Neth 
are indispensable. Before the war, 60 per cent of the 
agricultural land was in permanent pasture and during 
the war under pressure of increasing the production oj 
foods for direct human consumption part of the pasture 
was plowed. Notwithstanding this pressure, permanent 
pasture still occupies 50 per cent of the farm land. For 
technological reasons, pasture is the natural condition of 
this land and in order to make use of this pasture for 
human food production we must have a sizable cattle 
population. Suppose that at the moment of liberation 
we still have about 800,000 milk cows and 400,009 
calves and heifers, an estimate which is considerably 
below the latest published figures. In that event the 
annual milk production is estimated at about four pil- 
lion pounds of milk, the average production per cow on 
account of feed shortage being estimated at about 5.000 
pounds per year (average production before the war 
about 7,500 pounds per year). This production of four 
billion pounds is only one-third of the pre-war produc- 
tion. We believe that the average production can be 
increased by improvement of the feed situation. Through 
natural increase of the cattle population and better 
feeding, we might be able to increase the number of 
milk cows at the end of the sixth year to about 1,370,000, 
and the milk production to about 10 billion 
which is very near to the pre-war level. 

In case we want to speed up this recovery, we should 
import dairy cattle. The Leith-Ross Committee al- 
located 80,000 head of cattle to the Netherlands. It 
does not seem reasonable to expect that such a number 
can be imported within two years. Therefore, let us 
assume that we would import annually 15,000 or 30,000 
head. Under favorable conditions with regard to re- 
production and milk yield, the pre-war level of produc- 
tion might be reached about a year earlier than without 
importation. 

You will readily understand that we consider it 
unwise to make any definite commitments at this time 
with regard to the purchase of dairy cattle, whether 
breeding stock or utility stock. 

We believe that the best course to follow is to study 
the possibility of importing dairy cattle from _ the 
United States and Canada in the event that conditions 
prevailing at the time of the liberation of the Nether- 
lands make such importation necessary or desirable. | 
am sure you will feel the same way as our cattle breed- 
ers would feel if we would make commitments without 
consulting them. The priorities which must be given 
to shipments of foods and medical supplies going to the 
devastated and liberated countries will prevent any 
shipments of live animals immediately after liberation 
of the country. There will be ample time to review 0D 
the spot the conditions of the live stock industry and to 
discuss with the interested breeders the ways and 
means of rehabilitating the live stock industry. If we 
on this side of the ocean in the meantime have made the 
necessary preparation for the purchase and transporta- 
tion of animals then there is no danger that valuable 
time will be lost in aiding the reconstruction of the 
dairy industry in the Netherlands. The Netherlands

New Year's Greetings 

O all our readers, we wish an abundance of health 

happiness and prosperity for 1944. The One thing 
that would bring most joy, of course, would be the vie. 
torious ending of the war. That may well come in 194: 
—if we go after it hard enough. It promises to be a 
fateful year in world affairs that may shape the pattery 
of the future for generations to come. We are confiden; 
that Holstein breeders can look forward to a great year 
in this industry. 


A Great Year Ahead 
M ANY people expected the price of dairy cattle to sae 
seriously this fall on account of the short feed 
situation in many areas. It did not materialize to any 
great extent, as we have observed the purebred Holstein 
situation. Commercial beef cattle, however, told a dif. 
ferent story. 

To check on the grade dairy cow market, we have 
just now talked with one of the largest operators in 
New York State. He advises, as of mid-December, that 
prices of good close springers are higher now here than 
ever before, and that this holds true with all classes, 

In the purebred market, there have been a few ten- 
porary soft spots, particularly in feed deficiency areas 
but there is no general liquidation of either purebreds 
or grades, and owners apparently are planning to go t 
town with production in 1944. 

The feed situation is unquestionably serious, but re- 
sourceful dairymen seem to be finding a way to live 
through it. R. L. Gillett, New York State statistician 
reports that for the month of November, commercial 
milk production in this state was about 8.5% under 
November 1942, and 12% under November 1941, but 
only 2% under the same month in 1939 and 1940. The 
current November production was higher than in any 
preceding November preceding 1939, and was about one- 
third higher than in any year between 1922 and 1926 
So production is still at a pretty high level, even thoug) 
not up to the demands of the market. 

From the tone of the market as we come to the year 
end, we look for another great year for the Holstein 
industry in 1944, even though the war in Europe may 
well be finished before mid-year. As Mr. Peters pointed 
out in his very interesting address to the Board (whict 
we reproduce in this issue), the first priority on ship- 
ping when Peace comes, will be food, clothing and medi- 
cine. Milk and its products come at the top of the food 
list. There will continue to be a demand for more that 
we can produce. According to Mr. Peters, we can even! 
vally expect to sell some breeding cattle to the Nether- 
lands, and other European countries, but it wil! not come 
immediately, and should not count as an immediate mar- 
ket factor, although the prospect of this business will b° 
« favorable influence on market demand. 


General business is expected to continue at 4 high 
level for the year, in spite of some disruption through 
re-conversion to civilian goods. Another factor Will be 
that regardless of developments on the inflation contro: 
front, there seems certain to be at least a creeping I 
flation of all prices.

The Board of Directors Holds Annual Session 


EETING in its annual budget session at Chicago, 
on December 8 and 9, the Board of Directors 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America wrestled 
earnestly with fiscal and other problems of the Asso- 
ciation. President W. S. Moscrip presided, and all di- 
rectors were present except Mr. Wuethrich, who was 
prevented from attending on account of illness in his 
family. Vice President Ravenscroft was in Arizona for 
the winter and did not make the long: trip back. Secre- 
tary G. M. Clemons, of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of Canada was a guest throughout the session. 
Perhaps the item of greatest interest to the member- 
ship would be the unanimous decision to hold an annual 
convention in 1944 unless unforeseen developments make 
it seem desirable to cancel it. This matter was definitely 
left up to the Board by the Minneapolis Convention in 
The place of meeting was referred to the Execu- 


1942. 
tive Committee for decision. The invitation of Rock- 
ford, Ill.. was presented by President Geddes of the 


Illinois Association, with frank admission of the trans- 
portation limitations involved in war time. The Board, 
accordingly, voted to postpone the acceptance of the 
Pockford bid until normal travel conditions again pre- 
vail. Available hotel facilities of several mid-west cities 
are being investigated. It is definitely not planned to 
meet in Chicago on account of the serious hotel conges- 
tion there existing. 

The budget for 1944, as presented by Chairman AlIl- 
bert Craig of the Finance Committee and _ finally 
amended. called for expenditures of $419,411 by the 
various departments, with an estimated income of 
£472.791. These latter were based upon estimates of a 
16% inerease in earnings from registrations, and 10% 
on transfers. which seems reasonable to expect in view 
of the backlog of applications which will still be on 
hand at the year’s beginning. The Extension Service 
budget was set at $96,776. an increase of about $8,000 
over the previous year. Only five times in the previous 
history of the Association have expenses exceeded those 
planned for 1944. In only two previous years have 
larger earnings been recorded than the 1944 estimate. 
These two years were 1920 and 1921. 

The Reserve Fund of the Association has now been 
built back to the sum of $283,000, highest since 1929. 
Its high point, $357,668, was reached in 1922. How- 
ever, as the Association now maintains cash halances of 
over $200,000, while the bank balances in 1922 were 
something over $80,000, it is evident that the financial

RESTOCKING THE HERDS OF EUROPE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Isn’t it about time we readers of the World had a 
non-governmental plan to restock the decimated herds 
of black and white cattle in Denmark and the Nether- 
lands? Should not any such plan be of a scope great 
enough so that any farmer working under free agricul- 
ture could have an animal of his at work reconstructing 
herds and flocks in war-torn Europe as soon as the war 
is over? For some time I have wondered just what 
would be done when this war finally ends. 

We have Lend-Lease, Foreign Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion, and combined United Nations Committees for post- 
war reconstruction. These governmental operations are 
no doubt taking full consideration of live stock require- 
ments of France, Poland, Holland, Eastern Russia, Den- 
mark, the Channel Islands and other parts of now-con- 
quered Europe whose anima! numbers and breeding 
quality have deteriorated since German occupation. I 
feel that governments should continue making plans, 
using the best brains and the full cooperation of agri- 
cultural leaders and breeding associations 
possible. 

All farmers should consider the possibility of foreign 
markets for heifers, cows, horses, and small stock that 
is of a quality that will make for a rapid re-establish- 
ment of a stable relationship of stock to land and popu- 
lation as soon as possible after the war in these coun-

tries is over. These sales will be most probably to 
Lend-Lease or some other governmental agency. There 
is a wonderful piece of work to be done in this field 
and it will be done, no doubt, at a well-deserved profit 
to certain farmers on this side of the Atlantic who have 
stock to sell when ‘‘the lights go on again all over the 
world.”’ 


Should the farmers be satisfied with these efforts’ 
I think Russia has shown the answer to be no. When 
the Germans were driven from Stalingrad, free Russian 
communities as far away as Eastern Siberia sent train- 
loads of reconstruction labor, materials, food, clothing, 
seeds, and live stock, to set this section ‘‘up in business” 
again. Will conditions in Holland, for instance, be any 
better than in Stalingrad when the Dutch farmer can 
again call his soul his own and plan for his and his 
family’s future? The answer is again no. As a matter 
of fact the stark reality is much blacker in the case of 
the Low Countries and the rest of Europe than in 
Russia. Germany was in the Stalingrad sector only a 
few months. She has already been in Eastern Europe 
3% years. Russia is a land empire with considerable 
resources untouched by the direct havoc of war, whereas 
the smaller European nations have no empire sources 
of rehabilitation goods. Holland’s non-livestock growing 
East Indian Empire has been over-run by the Japs and

position of the Association is stronger today than ever 
before in its history. The matter of increasing transfer 
fees in these times of high prices was discussed, as a 
means of building the Reserve more rapidly to a point 
of a half million dollars. No action in approval was 
taken by the Board, but the suggestion was developed 
that the matter be included in the call so that an oppor- 
tunity would be presented the Convention to have a full 
discussion of fiscal policies of the Association. 

For the Advanced Registry 
Norton reported 1504 cows in AR test in 1966 herds, 
as compared with 1794 cows in 164 herds a year ago.

A meeting of the Advanced Reg- 
istry Committee, composed of Harold 
J. Shaw, P. P. Van Nuys and D. W. 
McLaury, met at Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont on November 16, 1943 to con- 
sider matters pertaining to the 
Advanced Registry. 

We recommend: 

1. The next issue of the Red and 
Blue Books be published in the regu- 
lar order, which will make each of 
them key volumes. 

2. Following the key volumes, the 
information published in the two 
books be combined and published in 
a consolidated issue. 

3. The Advanced Registry and 
Herd Test year shall be from Octo- 
ber 1 through September 30. 

4. We recommend the following 
order in the publication of the con- 
solidated volumes: 

A. Three consecutive annual is- 
sues, composed of the current 
year’s work. 

B. Each fourth issue shall be a 
cloth bound key volume.

6. Daughters classified for

7. For “Sires with Tested Daugh- 
ters,”’ averages shall be given when 
five or more Herd Test daughters 
have records and these shall be ad- 
justed to a 2X, 305-day, mature 
basis. 

8. Daughter-dam comparisons 
shall be based on Herd Test records. 
Comparisons shall be made on five or 
more pairs and the records shall be 
adjusted to a 2X, 305-day, mature 
basis. 

9. In addition to the list, “Sires 
with Indexes,’’ the index shall be 
added to “Sires with Tested Daugh- 
ters.”’ . 

10. The summary figures given in 
parenthesis following the name of 
the sire in “Sires with Indexes,” 
shall be eliminated. 

We further recommend that no 
mature averages be computed and 
published in Volume 15 of the Red 
Book unless a sire has five or more 
tested daughters. 

We recommend the Sire’s Index be 
added to his list of tested daughters 
in Volume 15 of the Bed Book. 

At some later date it would seem 
feasible to give consideration to the 
importance of the publication of data 
relative to cow families.

In short, these nations cannot call 
on a brother as the Russians, but must look to friendly 
cousins in the United States, Canada, Australia, the 
live stock countries of the southern Americas, and to a 
small extent England, to reestablish their prostrate 
agriculture. 

We farmers can make a timely contribution. As 

individuals we can do more to restore the morale of our 
farmer cousins than can our or their governments. We 
can lend a bred heifer, or a mare, or a sow. This animal 
can and should be on the first ship that isn’t absolutely 
necessary to carry a cargo of food to prevent human 
hunger. Notice that I said lend an animal, not give one. 
This statement is made because I have never met a 
farmer who would not rather borrow and repay, when 
able, than receive a gift. We know that these farmers 
“over across the water’’ feel the same way. Here is 
a plan; the details are rough, but the idea seems sound 
me. 
1. Every farmer in a free country who is able to 
and feels that he would like to give a fellow farmer a 
lift should select a particular animal as his ‘‘reconstruc- 
tion foundation animal.’’ 

2. This fact should be recorded by an interested 
person or organization that would be willing to cooper- 
ate with the agricultural representative of the govern- 
ments-in-exile, or better still, private relief 
tions such the National Danish Relief 
under the chairmanship of Jean Hersholt, 
Hollywood character actor. 

3. The donor should designate the location where 
he wanted his “loaned’’ animal to go, for example, Isle 
of Guernsey, Isle of Jersey, Holland, Norway, Poland, 
or Denmark; and as soon as these countries are freed 
all pledges to such country would be put on a notice- 
to-ship basis by the organization doing the 
clerical work.

4. All costs from the donor's farm to the final bor- 
rower should be paid by private funds loaned or contrib- 
uted by individuals or the various relief 
already set up 
5. Upon loading, an appraisal should be made and 
donor would receive an acknowledgment from the 
farmer who received the animal as soon as set down on 
his farm. This appraisal would not be breeding value, 
but rather based on the earning value of the animal 
shipped. For instance, a good heifer would be valued on 
the American farm at $100 to $200 regardless of her 
Dunloggin or Earlville value. Thus the animal could be 
reasonably expected to pay for itself during its produc- 
tive lifetime, and exportation large breeding estab- 
lishments could be handled by established breeders on 
an individual basis. In short, this would be an indi- 
vidual program to help the average foreign farmer and 
not a transfer of our best stock on a low cost basis. 

6. The donating farmers would not receive any 
interest, and maybe would never receive any money, but 
the receiving farmer would be instructed to remit direct 
to the donor when his operation was built up to the 
point where he could afford to make payment without 
undue hardship.

Sconomic, Financial and Shipping Mission in Washing- 
ton, D. C., has appointed an advisory committee for the 
rehabilitation of dairy cattle in the Netherlands. This 
committee, of which I have been made chairman, Will 
have the task of advising the Netherlands Government 
with regard to the possibility of acquiring the right 
kind of cattle in this country, the methods to be used 
in acquiring them, the means of transportation, and in 
general the preparation of the large-scale purchase.
